It was a rude, violent age.

life war. held lightly. 
Laws were bar­ 
barous. 
For shooting deer in the roy 
al for cuts the jMdiaity was torture and 
(for tho second offense) death.

barons and other lith -.u I powerful 
men could overtax ami ¡11 use the poor 
almost without r« .;t raint 
I’ersoiis who 
suffered under am h tyranny bad usu­ 
ally no redress. 
Often they revenged 
themselves by plundering their for 
titer masters and by preying on human­ 
ity at large. 
Hays one old historian 
( Stow). 
‘■In ibis time were many robbers and 
outlaws, among which Robin Hood and 
Little John, nnowued theeves, contin­ 
ued in the woods, desf» o>llng and rob­

I Robin's favorite method with such pris­ 
oners was to conduct them to liis •-«*- 
n e t glade and there regale them with 
a feast. (The food consisted hirg« dy 
of stolen deer and

filched 
from noblemen's larders.)

meal ho would suggest that th« *y pay 
lor their entertainment by giving him 
all their money and jewels.

times ho would go, disgui od, to some 
town, make friends wiih a local rich 
man and under sumo pretext lure him 
io the forest. 
That Robin « lid not steal from tho 
pour was not an especially noble trait, 
j The poor had nothing worth stealing.

Robin and Ills men were splendid 
archers.
